governments, and appoint thousands of government offi- 
cials from private life.

As an example of the way Congress "obstructs," look 
it its handling of the aircraft appropriation. 
At the sim- 


ple request of the Administration, without explanation of 
the details. Congress appropriated over $600,000,000 to be 
used in the conetrnction of airplanes. 


In fact, there have been only two important instances 


( where Congress has refused to "stand by" the President 
One was the Censorship Bill. Congress opposed and de- 
feated the attempt of the Administration to muzzle the 
newspapers that are now denouncing members of Con- 
gress as Vallandinghams. The other was the Lever Food 
Bill. Here Congress at first no more than resisted an at- 
tempt to set up a food dictatorship. 
Of course the opposi- 


tion of some senators, particularly Reed of Missouri, pass- 
ed all reasonable bounds. But the fact remains that, if 
Congress had passed such a bill without the most thorough 
study and discussion, it would have been false to its obliga- 
tions. 


Congressman Fitzgerald of Brooklyn thinks Congress 


should remain in session until December, and he is right.

It was outside of Pradelle.s that we

We were not strong, 


and we didn't know how strong tuey 
were, so we were not, pressing them 
very hard until some Te-enrorcenjeut.i

I think they were in the 


! same pOHltion, for they didn't try t(J set 
to close quarters. So we kept at it ait 
afternoon until at nighr tbe Germans 
retired, and we camped a little farther 
on imd waitwl. for our main body to 
conn- up. Our casualties aumbered only 
abont twenty dead, and we burled them 
iu the churchyard before WG left. 


I passed through PrudeHes about two 


months later, and I weut into the 
churchyard where those chaps were 
buried. The people of the village have 
set little white crosses nt tbe bead of 
each f?ravc. On eacb cross are the name, 


j numlfer and recriment of the soldier 


; lying below, and under that is "*M*n 
i do Iu Champ d'llonnetir."

most thoughtful thing for those pom 
peasants to do. 


It was in a village called Qutrasteene, 


quite near Pradelles, that I flrst saw 
the Prince of Wales. He wus with Sir 
John French, and they were review- 
ing a brigade that hadn't been in the 
country very long. He la a nice look- 
ing fellow, but very boyish In appear- 
ance. 
He Is liked by tbe meu and 


quite often will go and sit among- them 
and talk to them. 


Soon-after this I received orders to 


prepare for a'tr?o day Journey ia the 
car. 1 didn't know where I was to go 
until the nlgbt before I waa to start, 
and then 1 was told that I was to go 
to Parts to gee au officer who was wait- 
bag for me there. Of course I was de- 
lighted, for I hadn't been In any large 
city for a lonff time. 


Paris 'is .more than 200 miles from 


wbere we were tUeu, and my. orders 
were to make It in one day. While it 
waa n long-journey, I felt that It would 
be well worth It, so I set out with a 
Ught heart it Ullcrs 1 'hit tbe main 
Paris road, cod It was glorious. There 
[3 110 speed limit Tor a dJsputeU car, 


and you bet I was flying my blue and 
white flag that day. Straight down 
through St. Veuant, St. Pol. DouUctis 
and Amiens 1 flew, and about 6:30 1 
came to the outskirts of Paris. I was 
surprised on en'tering the capital to 
Quo", so few British soldiers.

tbat WD had several permanent bases 
in the vicinity, and I expected to tind 
the place awarmlug with Tommies. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Bomb Throwing Perilous Work.

Any o, the more 
venturesome Germans who cart- to 
make an attempt against Paris nre iu 
for a hot reception. 


Two days after my arrival tho officer 


whom I was to take back to the front 
said he was ready to stnrt and to pro- 
pare tbe car for tbe return journey on 
the morrow. 
The ride back was un- 


eventftil, bnt when 
TVC arrived 
we 


found that the headquarters were go- 
ing to be moved north acroba the Bel- 
gian frontier the next day. We were 
to take over the job of boldinir tho 
town of Popertngbe, which the French 
lind been occupying. 
Wo were then 


talcing orfir more front than we hud 
been balding previously. 


At this time the roads were 111 ft ter 


rible condition. They arc made of cob- 
blestones In the middle, but cither side 
Is nothing but mud, so after a few 
clnys' rain if one slips oft tbe stones be 
amis himself In a regular quagmire 
and will sink In over rhe axle. 


We took Poperiughe from the French, 


and while wo were moving hi they 
were moving out, nnd the two lines of 
transport, each going over the same 
rood,'resulted In some flne mirups. 


Eventually we arrived al! rlgh: and 


found that tills place was raucli better 
than Haiebrouck, frtilch. we bad left. 
FJnKebrouclt was the junction of seven 
railroad linos and consequently a popu- 
lar target for German aircraft. 


There was every furll'.^ for quarter- 


ing the men and horses, good oiCccs 
for tbe staff, and we were much nearer 
tin* firing line «t Poperinghe. In my 
cur i bavc made tbe run -from onr 
tranches to Toperinphe ia less than 


] twenty minutes, BO you can see that we 
j were not very far behind the actual 


fighting.

Ordinarily the colors when not in 


use are kept in the office of the col- 
onel or in front ot his trait.
